
Library and LymeNet to move 
to the Woodmead Halls site?

PLANS are being 
drawn up for the Lyme 
Regis Library and the 
LymeNet community 
learning centre to be 
moved to the Wood- 
mead Halls site. 

The proposal is very 
much in the embryonic 
stage but a meeting has 
been held between repre¬ 
sentatives of Lyme Regis 
Development Trust, which 
is promoting the ambitious 
plans, and the management 


committee at the Wood- 
mead Halls. 

Town councillors have 
also been informed of the 
plans and are due to dis¬ 
cuss them at the next meet¬ 
ing of the Strategy and 
Policy Committee on Oc¬ 
tober 31st. 

Crucial to the plan would 
be the willingness of 


Dorset County Council to 
dispose of their present li¬ 
brary site in Silver Street 
for housing, including 
some affordable units, and 
move to the Woodmead 
Halls site. 

The proposal envisages 
the building of a two- 
storey extension on the 
eastern side of the Wood¬ 


mead Halls, on land owned 
by the town council used 
for car parking, to accom¬ 
modate a new library and 
offices for LymeNet, cur¬ 
rently housed in St 
Michael’s Business Centre. 
Such a scheme would 
allow the LymeNet com¬ 
puter facilities to be 
utilised by library users 
and would also provide a 
long term security for the 
community learning cen¬ 
tre.

the Development Trust 
also include provision of a 
third hall and a cafeteria 
with a decked outdoor 
seating area with views 
over Lyme Bay. 

The plans have not been 
fully costed yet but it is 
thought the total cost 
would exceed £1 million. 

The Woodmead Halls is 
celebrating its 30th an¬ 
niversary this year and is 
marking the occasion with 
a party to which represen¬ 
tatives of local organisa¬ 
tions will be invited. 

Five-year plan 

It is the intention of the 
management committee to 
make a presentation at this 
event on a five-year devel¬ 
opment plan for the build¬ 
ing which includes the 
possibility of an additional 
hall. 

Management committee 
chairman Stan Williams 
told the View from Lyme 
Regis: “We have been 
aware of these plans for 
some time and have al¬ 


ready had one meeting 
with Wendy Davies, chair¬ 
man of the Development 
Trust, and consultant 
David Gale. 

“The management com¬ 
mittee has since discussed 
the provisional plans and 
agreed in principle to fur¬ 
ther discussions. 

“Mr Gale has been in¬ 
vited to meet our commit¬ 
tee next Monday (October 
15th) to discuss the plans 
in more detail. 

“We have our own plans 
to develop the halls and we 
would want to make sure 
that these are included in 


any wider scheme.” 

If the meeting on Octo¬ 
ber 15th goes well, it is 
possible that Mr Gale, who 
supervised the Marine Pa¬ 
rade shelters regeneration 
scheme for the town coun¬ 
cil, will make a presenta¬ 
tion on the scheme at the 
Woodmead Halls’ 30th an¬ 
niversary event the follow¬ 
ing Friday (October 19th). 

The Woodmead Halls 
opened in 1982 under the 
new name of the Lyme 
Regis Leisure Centre, re¬ 
placing former World War 


One huts which were 
much used by the commu¬ 
nity. 

The name of the building 
was changed back to the 
Woodmead Halls a few 
years later as the title 
“leisure centre” gave a 
false impression of the fa¬ 
cilities available. 

The halls are now con¬ 
sidered to be one of the 
best community meeting 
places in Dorset with more 
than £200,000 being in¬ 
vested in its fabric and fa¬ 
cilities in the last ten years.

She has already thrown herself into community 
life and, as well as practicing Reiki from Char- 
mouth, Lyme Regis and Bridport, she is also a vol¬ 
unteer for the National Coastwatch Institution 
and is campaigning to save Portland's coastguard 
helicopter. 

Janice is orginally from Kent but studied occu¬ 
pational therapy in Exeter before moving to Ip¬ 
swich, Southsea, the Chew Valley and Bristol. She 
has two daughters, aged 13 and 16. 


• WHAT is Reiki? 

Reiki is a Japanese technique for stress reduction and re¬ 
laxation that also promotes healing. It is administered by 
"laying on hands" and is based on the idea that an un¬ 
seen "life force energy" flows through us and is what 
causes us to be alive. If one's "life force energy" is low, 
then we are more likely to get sick or feel stress, and if it 
is high, we are more capable of being happy and healthy.

• HOW did you become interested in?

• HOW did you become involved with the National 
Coastwatch Institution? 

After I moved to Charmouth I became aware of just how 
much the Portland Coastguard helicopter is called out to 
emergencies along the coastline. 



I first met Clare Reeves, the regional recruiter for NCI on 
the seafront at Charmouth in August when I was getting 
signatures for the petition to save Portland Coastguard 
SAR helicopter which is due to close. I knew that this was 
something I could become involved in and decided to 
become a trainee. 

• WHAT do you do there? 

I am now a trainee at Lyme Bay NCI where I help man the 
watch at Burton Bradstock twice a month. I keep watch 
and record the sea traffic movements, keep watch of the 
users of the beach, maintain listen of the shipping radio 
and record the weather and sea state. 

It is especially important to have NCI presence at the 
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beach at Burton Bradstock at the moment to keep the 
public away from the cliff falls where a young woman 
sadly died recently, as people still attempt to cross the 
beach by the fenced-off area. 

The work is really interesting and I feel I am doing 
something to help the community. 

• WHY do you feel so passionately about saving the 
coastguard helicopter? 

We love living by the sea and swim and kayak in the sea 
at Charmouth. It is good to know that the Portland Coast¬ 
guard helicopter is available if there was an emergency 
and hate to think of it not being so close by in future. 

Since moving to Charmouth we have seen the helicop¬ 
ter called out to many emergencies where people have 
been rescued on the beach and the cliff, and we've seen 
in the news just how often it has been called out to other 
emergencies at sea. 

• HOW can people support the campaign?

• WHY did you decide to move to Charmouth? 

I first came to Charmouth eight years ago for a family hol¬ 
iday at Seadown Holiday Park with my two daughters, 
then aged five and eight. They palled up with some chil¬ 
dren and we've been meeting them and their families 
every year since! We loved Charmouth so much and al¬ 
ways hated going home. This year we decided it was a 
good time to make the move and it's the best thing we 
ever did! 

• WHAT do you like about living in Charmouth? 

I love living in such a friendly village where people still 
smile and say "good morning". After living in a very busy 
area of Bristol I enjoy the peace of living by the sea and 
hearing the birds when I wake up. People have been so 
welcoming since we moved here and we've made lots of 
friends already, which means such a lot. 

• WHAT three items would you want with you on a 
deserted island? 

They would be a rose quartz crystal, chocolate and a 
book about Reiki as there is always something new to 
learn! 

• WHO are your three dream dinner guests? 

I would invite Dr Usui, the founder of modern Reiki as I 
respect him for his wisdom and gentleness, David Icke as 
I admire him for speaking out and Peter Kay as he makes 
me laugh so much!

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Virgin Care reassures patients that NHS 
services will continue at medical centre 


FOLLOWING the decision to award preferred provider 
status to Virgin Care for the running of Lyme Regis Med¬ 
ical Centre, the company has moved to reassure patients 
and staff that services will continue to be funded by the 
NHS and will remain free to the local community. 

In a statement to the View From Lyme Regis, Virgin 
Care wrote: “Dorset Primary Care Trust’s Lyme Regis 
Medical Centre Procurement Project Team issued the ten¬ 
der to run the medical centre and Virgin Care was 
amongst the bidders. The decision was approved by the 
board of NHS Dorset following a robust bidding process. 

“Virgin Care is a highly experienced provider of NHS 
services across the country. Some of the services that it 
provides include GP practices, walk-in centres, out of 
hours clinics and minor injury units as well as a wide 
range of services requiring a referral from a GP such as 
dermatology, audiology, urology and rheumatology. It 
also provides a wide range of community services includ¬ 
ing sexual health services, district nursing and home vis¬ 
iting services. 

“Since 2006 Virgin Care has treated over two and a half 
million people delivering services that focus on improved 
accessibility, convenience, satisfaction and most impor¬ 
tantly, improved health outcomes - providing a better 


THE following series of questions, some submitted by 
readers, regarding the future services at Lyme Regis 
Medical Centre were sent to Virgin Healthcare for their 
response. Some of the questions could not be answers 
as Vigrin Healthcare is currently in a period of due dil- 
ligence and has not yet signed the final contract. 

• Exactly what changes do Virgin Care anticipate 
making at present? 

I can’t comment while due diligence is ongoing. 

• Can Virgin Care confirm that in Cambridgeshire, 
physio sessions are limited to five, probably be¬ 
cause they are paid by patient? If so, would Virgin 
Care be introducing similar across-the-board limits 
in Lyme Regis? Is there anything they can say to 
encourage us to hope that each patient will be 
treated as an individual and given the treatment 
they need, with no extra restrictions other than 
those imposed centrally (e.g. NICE guidelines pre¬ 
cluding the prescribing of certain drugs etc.)? 

This is utterly untrue. We have never provided physio¬ 
therapy services in Cambridge and therefore have never 
limited sessions. Any suggestion that we charge patients 
for NHS services anywhere in the UK is entirely fabri¬ 
cated and libellous. If you could confirm who your 
source is I will take this up with them directly. What I 
can say is that our services are NHS services, free at the 
point of delivery and provided on the basis of need, not 
the ability to pay. We are required provide them at a sim¬ 
ilar or higher quality than what went before. We do have 
to deliver savings to the NHS but we are not able to do 
this by cutting services in any way or at the expense of 
service quality. I would also argue that we are more ac¬ 
countable than traditional NHS providers, since if we 
do not deliver services to the required standard, we lose 
the contract which is not what happens to incumbent 
NHS providers. 

• Will Virgin be imposing blanket protocols, poli¬ 
cies and procedures across all their contracts or 
will local need affect local practice? For exmaple, 
the higher percentage of older people, the dis¬ 
tances to hospitals, the lack of other facilities such 
as walk-in centres, etc. 

Our services are absolutely tailored around local need. 
We share best practice from across our network with the 
intention of improving the services that we deliver. At 
the heart of what we do is listening to what the people 


deal for the taxpayer.” 

Although Virgin Care is an independent sector health¬ 
care provider, the services it provides are NHS services, 
meaning that patients can access them in the same that 
they would for any other NHS service. 

A spokesman for the company added: “We aim to work 
with the local NHS and existing doctors and nurses to 
share best practice from our network of services as well 
as looking at ways of further improving services for the 
local community. 

“When we take on a new service the doctors and nurses 
as well as all the members of staff involved in the running 
of local services usually transfer over to us with their ex¬ 
isting terms and conditions maintained. This is important 
in helping to maintain continuity for the people who use 
the services and also helps to ensure that services con¬ 
tinue to meet the needs of the local population.” 

He added that Virgin Care’s aim in Dorset is to continue 
the high quality services already on offer and also im¬ 
prove the services even further. Improved access is one 
of the benefits that it is hoping to bring. Other GP serv¬ 
ices that it runs are open during the week until 8pm and 
on Saturday mornings. 


who use our services need and tailoring our services ac¬ 
cordingly. It will interest you to know that we provide 
highly complex services (contrary to perceptions and 
accusations of “cherrypicking”), including services for 
children with complex needs, asylum seeker services 
and neurological rehabilitation. We are well used to pro¬ 
viding care for the elderly and through our community 
hospitals, district nursing and home visiting services 
which are not only for the frail/elderly but also those 
with complex needs such as dementia. 

• Will doctors still be able to use common sense or 
will they be forced to "cover their backs" - e.g. in 
the previous practice, the doctor was able to agree 
that it was pointless sending an 88-year-old se¬ 
verely osteoporotic woman to Dorchester just to 
prove she had broken her ribs, given the treatment 
wouldn't differ. 

We value initiative and fresh ideas; that is the basis of 
how we inspire staff to help us improve service. We also 
aim to provide the most suitable care and most impor¬ 
tantly the safest care necessary based upon the require¬ 
ments of the person who is seeking our expertise. We 
treat the people who use our services as individuals and 
will absolutely aim to provide them with the care most 
appropriate to them at the time they see us. 

• Will Virgin let us have a copy of the promises 
they made to win the contract so we on the ground 
can hold them to account, given the PCT will no 
longer exist in six months time? 

The PCT will be succeeded by the local Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group whom we shall immediately be ac¬ 
countable to. The CCG will be accountable to in exactly 
the same way that the local PCT currently is. 

• Will there be compete transparency in terms of 
how Virgin Care spend the budget they receive to 
deliver services at the medical centre, after all they 
are paid from the public purse? 

We are entirely accountable to the PCT/CCG for pro¬ 
viding the services as specified by the commissioner. 

• Will there be representation from the local com¬ 
munity on a Lyme Regis Medical Centre Committee 
to represent the interest of local people in the way 
services are delivered? 

Any existing processes are likely to be continued and/or 
improved. All our primary care services include Patient 


Participation Groups which involve the local commu¬ 
nity in the care that we provide. We also operate an in¬ 
novative feedback system that tells us on a daily basis 
what patients like and don’t like about our services. 

• How will complaints about the delivery of Virgin 
Care's services in Lyme Regis Medical Centre be 
dealt with? 

We are subject to the NHS complaints process. We also 
operate an innovative feedback system that tells us on a 
daily basis what patients like or don’t like about our 
services. 

• What hours will the medical centre be open to 
local people? 

I can’t comment on specifics with regard to the contract 
since we have not signed one yet and are in due dili¬ 
gence. It may interest you to know that all our primary 
care centres offer weekend and late evening appoint¬ 
ments. Our walk-in centres offer 8am-8pm, 365-day 
opening hours. 

• Will local people have access to care outside the 
confines of Devon and Dorset, i.e. in London? 

Again, I can’t comment on the specifics of the contract 
since we are in due diligence. What I would say is that 
the services we provide are NHS services, and so if you 
are eligible for NHS care, you will be eligible to use our 
services in the same way that you would be any other 
NHS service. 

• Will there be a 24 hours-a-day service to answer 
emergency calls for social, medical and emotional 
problems? 

Again I can’t comment on the specifics of the contract 
since we are in due diligence. 

• Will there be an NHS dentist at the medical cen¬ 
tre who cannot do private work? 

Again I can’t comment on the specifics of the contract 
since we are in due diligence. 

• Will the X-Ray room at the medical centre, with 
its led-lined walls, be utilized for its intended pur¬ 
pose? 

Again I can’t comment on the specifics of the contract 
since we are in due diligence. We would be keen to work 
with the commissioners to develop additional services 
where this would improve the care of local people. As 
you will appreciate the commissioners are responsible 
for deciding which services are needed locally, but we 
would be keen to work with them and the community 
to develop new services where they can improve health 
outcomes for patients. 

• Will a system of prescription delivery and trans¬ 
port to and from the medical centre for the elderly 
be available as part of Virgin Care's service deliv¬ 
ery? 

Again I can’t comment on the specifics of the contract 
since we are in due diligence. 



• Will Virgin 
Heath partici¬ 
pate in an on- 
going 
fundraising 
campaign with 
the League of 
Friends to help 
provide new fa¬ 
cilities? 

We have a very 
good relationship 
and work very 
closely with the 
various Leagues 
of Friends co-ter- 
minous with our 
services. We would be keen to support fundraising ini¬ 
tiatives where appropriate and also work with a number 
of charities, such as Jo’s Cervical Cancer Awareness 
Trust, Carers’ Trust, Carers’ UK the Princess Royal 
Trust for Carers (among others). 

• When the medical centre first opened it was 
mooted that there might be a few hospital beds at 
the centre following the closure of the local hospi¬ 
tal. Is there a possibility of that happening under 
the Virgin Care operation? 

Again I can’t comment on the specifics of the contract 
since we are in due diligence. We would be keen to 
work with the commissioners to develop additional 
services where this would improve the care of local peo¬ 
ple. As you will appreciate the commissioners are re¬ 
sponsible for deciding what services are needed, but we 
would be keen to work with them and the community 
to develop new services where they can be shown to im¬ 
prove health outcomes for patients.

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£250,000 campaign 
launched to improve 
slippling coast path 


AS concern builds over how the South 
West Coast Path is going to be main¬ 
tained after months of extreme weather 
conditions, one organisation is rallying 
the troops. 

The South West Coast Path Associa¬ 
tion (SWCPA) is busy organising a spe¬ 
cial event to celebrate its 40th 
anniversary next spring, with the aim of 
funding improvement projects along 
the path’s route through Dorset, includ¬ 
ing Lyme Regis, Devon, Somerset and 
Cornwall. 

The South West Coast Path is esti¬ 
mated to generate over £300 million for 
the regional economy each year, with 
walking one of the most popular activ¬ 
ities undertaken by visitors. Yet in re¬ 
cent years funding for its maintenance 
has shrunk by 28 per cent. 

There is now much concern over costs 
for on-going maintenance, improve¬ 
ments and upgrades to the path to make 
it more accessible, attractive to a range 
of users and with a surface pleasant to 
walk on all year round following severe 
weather conditions over the past few 
months, which has led to several land¬ 
slips along the route. 

To raise funds for small but signifi¬ 
cant improvement projects, over and 
above general maintenance, the 
SWCPA are launching an appeal named 
“The Great South West Walk - putting 
40 years of love back into the Coast 
Path!” 

The group is drafting in the help of a 
large number of countryside organisa¬ 
tions including the South West Coast 
Path Team, the National Trust, county 
councils and Areas of Outstanding Nat¬ 
ural Beauty teams, along with local 
walking groups and numerous tourism 
businesses. 

An event will be held next April and 
May aiming to encourage at least 30 
walkers each day across a series of 
sponsored walks, which have been bro¬ 
ken down into 56 legs and will be done 


in relay to cover the entire 630-mile 
path. 

Meeting with a birthday party at 
Land’s End on May 7th 2013, the south 
coast series of walks starts at Poole on 
April 3rd, with the north coast series 
starting at Minehead on April 16th. 
Each leg will be guided by local ex¬ 
perts, rangers and path wardens, who 
are all assisting the SWCPA with this 
event. 

Walkers will be asked to raise £50 of 
sponsorship each, so that further fund¬ 
ing can be levered from relevant organ¬ 
isations via matched giving. 

Brian Panton, chairman of the South 
West Coast Path Association, said: “We 
are offering walkers the opportunity to 
specify which project their sponsorship 
supports, providing there is enough 
funding for that project to take place 
(otherwise it be used for the project 
most in need). More information about 
each leg of the walk and the correspon¬ 
ding improvement project is on our 
website”. 

“We want to encourage as many peo¬ 
ple as possible to take part for a half day 
or full day walk, through to a number 
of legs over several days, building a 
walking holiday. Whether people are 
walking long or short distances, coming 
from near or far, we hope that thou¬ 
sands of people will take part to support 
this spectacular coast line.” 

Through individual sponsorship, 
grants, corporate sponsorship and 
matched giving, the target is to raise 
£250,000. This will enable over 40 im¬ 
provement projects spread along the 
route of the entire path to be completed 
during 2013. These projects have all 
been selected to enhance the experience 
and enjoyment of walkers using the 
path.

UPLYME girl Philippa 
Corbin will be remem¬ 
bered when a group of 28 
cyclists set off for Turin 
in Italy next weekend. 

Philippa, who worked 
at the River Cottage Can¬ 


teen in Axminster, tragi¬ 
cally took her own life, 
aged 27, last January 
having suffered from de¬ 
pression. Those paying 
tribute to her during the 
800-mile cycle will in¬ 


clude her sister, Maddy 
Corbin, and the Rector of 
Uplyme, the Reverend 
Gavin Tyte. 

The cyclists will leave 
River Cottage Canteen 
on Saturday, October 


13th heading to the Sa- 
lone del Gusto slow food 
festival in Turin. The ride 
has been organised in 
Philippa’s memory and 
will raise awareness of 
depression and funds for 
The Humans Fiven 
Foundation and The 
Charlie Waller Memorial 
Trust. 

The Reverend Tyte, 
who led Philippa’s fu¬ 
neral in Uplyme Church, 
said it had been a “mas¬ 
sive learning curve” get¬ 
ting used to the bike that 
will take him to Italy. He 
has been preparing for 
three months. 

“I cycled to school 
about 25 years ago,” he 
said. 

“The physical bit has 
been quite a shock to the 
system and it has been a 
massive learning curve 
to get used to the bike as 
well.” 

The group’s longest leg 
will be 80 miles, and the 
Reverned Tyte added: 
“But I have done 80 
miles, so I know I can do 
it.”

He will be joined in the 
ride by Fyme Regis resi¬ 
dent Fis Hurden, who has 
been training for the chal¬ 
lenge for about a year, as 
a keen mountain biker 
and gig rower. She hopes 
the cycle will help to rid 
the stigma attached to de¬ 
pression, which she said 
was “rife”. 

“There is an awful lot 
of publicity about obe¬ 
sity, for example, and it is 
almost accepted - but the 
acceptance of depression 
is not there,” she added. 

“It is not a self-indul¬ 
gent illness. 


“If, by doing the ride, 
we prevent at least one 
family from going 
through what the Corbins 
did, we won’t give a 
damn about sore bottoms 
and legs from the ride.” 

Both Fis and Gavin 
said it was a great wat of 
“honouring a lovely girl”. 

The cycling team vary 
in age from 24 to 73 and 
include a doctor, a vet, 
gardeners, a cameraman 
and a couple of geoscien¬ 
tists.

New season and new name for art group

Lyme Regis Art Sodety 


A NEW season and a new name! The Lyme Regis Art 
Group has now become the Lyme Regis Art Society - 
bringing it in line with other local art societies. 

The society began its new season of meetings with a 
fascinating demonstration by well-known local artist, 
Michael Stride, who tepped in at short notice after the 
advertised artist, Penny Wilton, had an accident and 
was unable to appear. 

Michael (pictured right) used the two hours to pro¬ 
duce two still life sketches, showing the versatility of 
acrylic paint, using it both in the style of an impression¬ 
istic oil painting and then as a watercolour working 
with a fairly small sable brush on heavy Bockingford 
paper. 

The first piece of work, that of a champagne bottle 
and glass, began on bright orange board with a limited 
palette of colours- ultramarine to give a warm blue, a 
greeny-blue, three shades of red, burnt umber, yellow 
and white. Michael began by putting in the white high¬ 
lights before building up darker shades, always empha¬ 
sising the need to keep the tonal values consistent to 
create the translucent effect of light through glass. He 
used a deep blue for the very dark tones, working it 
against the orange for maximum impact and showed 
how successful composition is as much about place¬ 
ment of colour as it is of shape. 

After the break, Michael used the same paints with 
lots of water to produce a more delicate picture of a 
white lily in a vase. After carefully drawing in the details, 
he washed in a background around the main shapes 
before filling in the leaves and petals, using consistent

colour tones to unify the painting. 

The stamens and leaf veins were emphasised to give 
the plant structure and again, Michael captured the 
translucency of the petals and of the flower vase itself. 
Once again a limited palette was used to create images 
of pure light and subtle colour. 

The society's next meeting is on Tuesday, October 
16th at the Woodmead Halls from 2pm to 4pm, when 
David Webb will demonstrate using watercolours to 
create images of animals.

Lyme Matters

F eelings are 

running very 
high in our 
county town over the 
construction of new of¬ 
fices for West Dorset 
District Council at a 
cost of £9.7 million. 

The plan to build new 
offices as part of a £16 
million development of 
Charles Street, Dorch¬ 
ester, including a new 
county library, has 
been met with strong 
opposition from the 
non-Tory members and 
local council taxpayers. 
At this end of the 


county, I rarely hear 
anything at all about 
the project and the per¬ 
ceived extravagance of 
moving offices during 
one of the most austere 
periods in recent times. 

The new office build¬ 
ing is now well on the 
way to complete but the 
matter has been cata¬ 
pulted back into the 
public eye by the news 
that the district council 
has only received offers 
of around £1 million for 
the old Stratton House 
offices, when they ex¬ 
pected £2.5 million, and 


that a further £2 million 
of council taxpayers’ 
money has to be spent on 
revising the Charles 
Street plans. Campaign¬ 
ers claim there is wide¬ 
spread opposition to the 
project and accuse the 


district council of not 
consulting with the pub¬ 
lic, a view seemingly 
backed by an independ¬ 
ent auditor who criti¬ 
cised the council for not 
engaging with the public. 

Others claim that there 


is support for the scheme 
in Dorchester, pointing 
out that the town is on 
the verge of a “once-in-a- 
lifetime town centre ren¬ 
aissance”. 

Meanwhile, the oppo¬ 
nents have set up an on¬ 
line petition calling on 
the council to “think 
again” and consult more 
with the public. 

The Conservative con¬ 
trolled council have al¬ 
ways maintained that 
moving into new offices 
will eventually bring 
about significant savings 
because of the excessive 
costs incurred at the old 
Stratton House offices, 
now considered to be 
highly unsuitable for 
council staff. 

Independent members 
on the district council 
have long argued that it 
is impossible for conflict¬ 
ing views to get an air¬ 


ing, mainly because the 
Executive (the Cabinet), 
which effectively runs 
the council, consists of 
all Conservative council¬ 
lors and therefore the de¬ 
cision-making body only 
hears one side of the 
story. 

I have some sympathy 
with non-ruling party 
members being able to 
get across their own 
views - but that’s what 
happens when you win 
an election with such a 
large majority. 

The Conservatives hold 
32 of the 48 seats which, 
of course, means they 
can do pretty much as 
they like - until the next 
election of course. 

Lyme has two district 
councillors, both Tories - 
Daryl Turner and George 
Symonds, neither of 
whom sit on the execu¬ 
tive but who are both 
well briefed on the coun¬ 
cil offices issue. 

I am sure both will be 
happy to talk to you if 
you have your own 
reservations about the 
project which is causing 
such a furore in Dorch¬ 
ester. 


(NEARLY) EVENT OF THE WEEK... 


■ I HAD hoped that the Jubilee 
Finale evening at the Wood- 
mead Halls on Saturday evening 
would have been the Event ofthe- 
Week.

The idea was to round off the 
town's celebrations to mark the 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee anniver¬ 
sary by showing the DVD of that 
memorable weekend in June 
made by Lyme Regis TV and 
launch the "Jubilee Lyme" book 
which Francesca has put together 
as a souvenir of the occasion with 


all proceeds going to offsetting the 
cost of staging the jubilee events.

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Stefano brings a touch of Italy to Lyme 


Philip Evans takes supper at the Mill Cafe & Supper Club 


LYME'S growing reputation as 
one of the in-places for foodies 
has been enhanced by the arrival of 
Italian chef and food writer Stefano 
Arturi. 

With business partner Paul Milican, 
Stefano has taken over what used to 
be the much-acclaimed Tea and Din¬ 
ing Room at the Town Mill, one of 
Lyme's most popular tourist haunts. 

Specialising in Italian home cooking, 
they have renamed the premises the 


Mill Cafe and Supper Club and after 
experiencing on of the most distress¬ 
ing summers from a weather point of 
view (their cafe was even flooded at 
one time), Stefano has started to at¬ 
tract regular clientele and a reputa¬ 
tion for his delicious, rustic dishes, 
evidenced by a quick flip through Trip 
Advisor comments -"a fabulous hidey- 
hole of an Italian experience", "an out¬ 
standing supper", "a foodies' 
delight". 

It's not really a supper club 
(there's no membership fee) 
but an ideal, intimate and 
cosy supper venue with a 
courtyard available for pre¬ 
dinner drinks when the 
weather allows. 

Stefano hails from Milan 
and spent 14 years in London 
before returning to his home¬ 
land for five years. He loves 
living by the sea and on re¬ 
turning to England he spent 
some time looking for this 
perfect restaurant before set¬ 
tling in Lyme and the Mill 
Cafe. 

Food is clearly a passion for 
Stefano who has written two 
books in Italian, one on Eng¬ 


lish puddings, entitled "Ricette e cu- 
riosita dal raffinato universo dei dolci 
Inglesi, which translates as "Recipes 
and tips from the refined world of 
English desserts". The English transla¬ 
tion of his second book is "Lunch 
break. How to stay away from bars and 
live a happy life." 

Stefano bakes all his own bread and 
cakes with the Mill Cafe opening for 
elevenses, lunches, afternoon teas 
and, of course, supper. 

The supper club is open on Thurs¬ 
days, Fridays and Saturdays with a set 
menu costing £19.50. 

When we went for supper last week 
the cosy, candlelit cafe offered a wel¬ 
come contrast to the damp October 
evening and Paul greeted us with a 
friendly smile before serving a basked 
of Stefano's home-made bread and 
pre-dinner drink. 

A more than adequate and reason¬ 
ably priced wine list, including English 
wines, is available with the Italian 
Moretti beer also on offer. 

I'm always a bit suspicious of risotto 
(often they are sloshy or gloopy) but 
our first course of Risotto al limone 
was cooked to perfection with a dis¬ 
tinct but delicate lemon flavour. 

The main course of Spezzatino D'Ag- 


nello con Proscuitto e Perperoni 
rossi (lamb stew with ham and 
red peppers) arrived in an earthen¬ 
ware casserole dish - very Italian and 
very rustic, but delicious nonetheless, 
the tender lamb melting in your 
mouth. 

A vegetarian dish was also on offer - 
courgettes stewed in olive oil, garlic, 
tomatoes, capers, chillipepper, with 
soft boiled egg and breadcrumbs, 
spinach with raisons, pine nuts and 
optional anchovies. I must admit, I 
was tempted. 

Supper concluded with Semifreddo 
Malaga (vanilla semifreddo with 
raisons and rum), a first for me but 
very tasty. 

Despite the weather, the other tables 
were mainly full during the evening 
with some of the diners taking oppor¬ 
tunity to thumb through the many 
recipe books that line the walls. 

Stefano came out for a chat after the 
meal and spoke of his quest for good 
quality organic ingredients from local 
suppliers, not always an easy task by 
all accounts, and their intention to 
come up with some Christmas dishes 
which will ring the changes from the 
usual turkey platter.

Kent Duchaine and 
Leadbessie return to the 
Beach and Barnicott 

AS A young man Kent Duchaine immersed himself 
into the blues music of Johnson, Muddy Waters, 
Lightening Hopkins, T-Bone Walker and Bukka White 
and never looked back. 

Kent learned to play the slide guitar and soon de¬ 
veloped his own ferocious wild style. In 1979 Kent 
met up with his beloved and ever faithful 
Leadbessie. She's a beat up 1934 National Steel Gui¬ 
tar that wows and astounds audiences when the 
equally beat up case she travels in is opened and her 
extra heavy strings are furiously played. Kent discov¬ 
ered and looked up a legendary blues man with the 
name of Johnny Shines in 1989. They traveled to¬ 
gether for three years and performed over 200 
shows together. In that time they were honored with 
the coveted W.C. Handy Award for best country 
blues. Kent and Johnny's wonderful partnership and 
friendship was cut short when Johnny Shines sadly 
passed away in April 1992. Since going solo in 1982 
and hitting the roads, riding the rails, flying the skies 
and sailing the seas, Kent and Leadbessie have prob¬ 
ably by now clocked up over two million miles to¬ 
gether. A (small) handful of wives have been picked 
up and lost along the way and many stories gained 
of friendships, loves, heartaches and the blues that 
he communicates to his audiences, most of which, 
leave folk laughing or scratching their heads in dis¬ 
belief.
